Wisconsin Show Again Breaks Records 


534 Holsteins on Grounds, Including Calf Clubs: 434 in Open Classes. Yearling Heifer 
Grand Champion Female. 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


clearly demonstrated again at the Wisconsin State 

Fair last week when 434 head, all shown by Wis- 
consin breeders, competed for prizes. Including the calf 
club entries for this breed a grand total of 534 head were 
actually on exhibit. More important than the numbers 
was the high quality running through the whole show. 
All classes were good, many were sensational. The bull 
show was generally conceded to be the best ever staged. 
At least six likely candidates for All-American honors 
were discovered. Classes ran as high in numbers as 71— 
the mark reached by the senior heifer calf class. Fifteen 
county herds competed, a wonderful tribute in itself to 
the widespread Holstein interest in the state and the spirit 
Wisconsin Holstein owners are displaying in the conduct 
of their business as breeders. In the individual classes 
alone twenty-eight different breeders placed animals 
third or better, and no breeder had more than four in 
these classes ranking so high. Only two exhibitors had 
more than one blue ribbon in the individual .classes, Jef- 
ferson County Asylum having three firsts and a second 
and J. D. McDonald two firsts and a third. Eight other 
exhibitors had one blue to their credit, Pabst Holstein 
Farms having also two seconds and a third. Mr. Pabst 
had the great honor of bringing out the Grand Champion 
female—a junior yearling daughter of Creator. Never 
before in the history of our shows has such an important 
honor come to such a young animal. The Piek bull, Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst, All-American winner for the 
past two years, repeated his grand championship honors. 
The junior champion male, a senior yearling, is another 
real sensation. He is a grandson of Creator, being sired 
by one of his highest record sons. All together it was 
- quite a field day for the Pabst lines of breeding, the Piek 
bull being sired by a bull of Pabst breeding. Comment on 
the groups will have to be made separately, as it was 
necessary for the World representative to leave for Ohio 
State Fair at the end of the second day’s fidging, just 
as the groups were being started, and the awards are not 
available as this part of the report is being prepared. 


It can be appreciated that the judge, Ward W. Stevens, 
had a real job on his hands. He labored conscientiously 
and we believe he came as near giving universal satis- 
faction as is possible in a show of this size and class. He 
was assisted by the veteran breeder, Owen Mullen.

fellows, and we doubt if the quality ever ran down the 
line so far in an aged class. The real fight was between 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, last year’s All-American three- 
year-old, and North Star Joe Homestead, the 1924 All- 
American aged bull. The former finally received the blue 
and went through to grand championship. He is showing 
a little thinner than last year which to our mind improved 
him. The Joe bull is superior in head and neck, and 
vastly better in rump and width of pins. His somewhat 
rough back and shoulder lost him the decision to the 
younger bull with his wonderful top line and one of the 
best bodies ever put on a bull. The award was a popular 
one with the ringside. A flashy son of Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes placed third. 

The three-year-old class found a renewal of a fight 
that started:last year, between Sir Aaltje Dowager Segis, 
owned by J. D. McDonald, and King Pontiac Champion 
Parthenea, a Wiffenbach-bred bull shown by his new 
owners,. Wisconsin School for the Deaf. Last year the 
last named took the blue and the former the red, but this 
year the placing was reversed, as Sir Aaltje has developed 
into a three-year-old of very remarkable style and quatity. 
He was down in the ruck at Aurora on account of lame- 
ness due to recent trimming of his feet, but he certainly 
blossomed out into a championship contender at Mil- 
waukee, heading the two-year-old class last year’s re- 
serve All-American junior yearling, King Mutual Fan.

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He has developed nicely, and the Jefferson County Farm 
has a real two-year-old show bull. We would have been 
glad to see the second and third prize bulls in this class 
reversed. Judge Stevens found his junior champion in 
the senior yearling class. .Plaut Harcourt Creator, a 
grandson of Creator by J. D. McDonald, who is associated 
with the Plaut Company in Illinois, proved a real sensa- 
tion. He has size, style, finish, and is mighty hard to criti- 
cize at either end or in the middle. Last year’s reserve 
and All-American calf, King Richmond Pontiac, was sec- 
ond to him. General Homestead Mercedes, the 1924 All- 
American calf, showed at a disadvantage in the junior 
yearling class due to lack of fill and placed second to 
Duke Fanny’s Ace De Kol, a Geo. Hetts entry, largely on 
that account. The latter was better in head and neck, 
but not so good at the other end. The calf classes were 
good but in no way a sensation. 


The Female Classes 


The class of 46 aged cows was unusual in numbers and 
brought out a fine display of useful dairy cows, but no 
individual to get excited over. Clothilde Piebe Longfield, 
a Homestead-bred cow, formerly owned at Harvest Farms 
but nowa member of the Milwaukee Co. Institution’s herd, 
was placed first. Last year, in poor condition, she was 
just inside the money. The four-year-olds were headed 
by a pair of good ones, Jefferson County Farm winning 
with their Empress Creamelle Susie. The star of this 
class was temporarily in darkness due to the illness of 
Madam Artis Wayne Denver, fresh from her grand cham- 
pionship at Aurora. She was taken down with an attack 
of shipping fever, carrying a temperature of over 106 on 
Tuesday morning. She was back to normal in this re- 
spect but with a badly swollen udder which kept her out 
of the Milwaukee competition. She is expected to round 
into shape for the rest of the circuit. Pabst placed two 
daughters of Creator first and third in the three-year-old 
class. They were a milky looking pair. 

The two-year-old class brought the senior champion. 
This was Johanna Wayne Rue 2d, last year’s All-American 
senior yearling, owned by Jefferson County Asylum. She 
has developed into a striking two-year-old, with a little 
to be desired in rear teat placement. Jefferson County 
Asylum also won the well-balanced senior yearling class, 
but the sensation of. the female classes was.the young 
daughter of Creator shown by Pabst Holstein Farms in 
the junior yearling class. This heifer, Pabst American 
Beauty, is about as near perfect as they ever come at 
this age. She was conceded the junior championship, and 
the ringside enthusiastically agreed with Judge Stevens 
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when he made her grand champion of the show, perhaps 
the first time in history that so young a heifer hag accom. 
plished this feat at a show of this magnitude and im 
tance. Mr. Pabst received many congratulations, A 
daughter of his Prilly bull, from a Creator daughter was 
an easy second in this class.

Ohio Presents Well Balanced Show

year’s record breaking Holstein exhibit, the 1925 

Holstein show at Ohio State Fair was~the best 
balanced show and contained more quality throughout 
than ever before, according to Judge Haeger, who has 
officiated here for the past several years. A total of 
257 head appeared in the individual classes, exhibitors 
from Kentucky, Illinois and Oklahoma making it inter- 
esting for the Ohio cattle in many classes. Ralph King’s 
Pinery Farms at Mentor, Ohio, were the largest win- 
ners, with seven blues and three reds, and half of the 
championships. King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, the fa- 
mous.son of K. P.O. P., heading this herd was Grand 
Champion male for the third successive year. He _ is 
showing in excellent form this year, having previously 
won the championship under Haeger at Aurora, Ill. Two 
of his young daughters were first prize winners, one 
being junior champion female, and four of his youngsters 
made up the first prize get of sire. Pinery was especi- 
ally strong in the groups, winning all of them except pro- 
duce of dam, which went to Clark & Smith, Long Run, 
Ky., who made a very pleasing showing almost entirely 
with animals of their own breeding. They showed a very 
fine “produce” made up of their first prize two-year-old 
and third prize junior yearling, full sisters by their herd 
sire, Segis Hengerveld Beechwood, himself in the money 
in the aged bull class and who sired practically their en- 
tire string. We believe this herd will be heard from 
further in coming years, not only in the shows but also 
through their test work. A familiar name headed the 
aged cow list, Ivaloy Prilly Rose Hall, winning her fourth 
blue ribbon in this class at Ohio, and taking her third 
Grand Championship. She is now owned by Carl E. Ru- 
dolph, Deerfield, Ill., who purchased her in the Monclova 
Dispersal last fall. Ivaloy.is showing better than we have 
ever seen her before, carrying about 150 lbs. more weight. 
She was second to Madam Artis Wayne Denver in a 
wonderful class at Aurora the week previous. Rudolph 
made a good showing throughout, taking another blue 
and three seconds and many lesser prizes. R. M. Barker 
of Carrolton, Ky., was another strong contender, his 
string taking one championship, two firsts, a second and 
two thirds. Karl Nims of East Orwell, Ohio, was the only 
other exhibitor winning as many as two blues, while The 
Ona Co., Chardon, Ohio, Ward & Leonard, Pawhuska, 
Okla., and W. S. Biddle & Son and E. E. Spring of Wau- 
seon, Ohio were successful in taking one blue each. 
Seventeen different exhibitors had animals placing third 
or better. The heat made it difficult for the cattle as 
well as the attendants, spectators and newspaper men.

Rudolph won the two-year-old 
class with Sir De Kol Ollie, the grandson of lowana Sir 
Ollie that was second to the Iowana bull at the National 
last year. King Ona Jolie Fayne of The Ona Co. string 
gave him a real battle for first here. The junior yearling 
class brought out the junior champion of the show in 
Nirvana Piebe Ormsby Lad, owned by R. M. Barker. This 
is a well-proportioned bull of great size for age, and he 
looks like the best junior yearling we have seen thus far. 
Both bull calf classes were creditable. 
The Female Classes 

The aged class of twenty-eight included a lot of use 
ful cows among which the two tops were quite outstand- 
ing. Ivaloy Prilly Rose Hall, three times a winner for_ 
Monclova Farms, was shown by her new owner, Carl Ru- 
doiph of Deerfield, Ill., in the best form of her career, and 
took her third Ohio championship without much diffi- 
culty. Colantha Irma Mutual, the second prize cow, has 
a 900-lb. yearly record and looks the part. She is owned 
by Fred Burr of Wauseon. Lulu Bessie Homestead, 
shown by Ward & Leonard of Oklahoma, topped a rather 
ordinary class of three-year-olds. She .is a daughter of 
Fayne Bessie Homestead and Lulu Baby Girl of the old 
Cass show string. Clark & Smith of Kentucky won the 
two-year-old class, containing many famous winners of 
last year, with the sweet heifer, Echo Segis Farmstead 
Pietje, herself a champion in yearling form. This heifer, 
with her full sister a year younger, later won the “pro- 
duce of dam” class. R. M. Barker of Kentucky registered 
another win for the out-of-state cattle by taking the 
junior yearling class with an Ormsby bred heifer, after 
a close contest with Beets Korndyke Segis Posch, a calf- 
club heifer owned by Robert Close.

Honors were quite well divided in the Raymondale 
Herd, Haley & Lee, D. A. McPhee, W. J. Elgie, with occa- 
sional honors to Abrogast Bros., David Smith & Son of 
Glanford Station, R. S. Oliver of St. Mary’s Ont., J. W. 
Innes, L. B. Reid and others. 

Two hundred eighty-seven Holsteins were shown as 
against 186 Jerseys, 128 Ayrshires and 72 Guernseys. The 
Shorthorns were strongest of the beef breeds with 181 
entries. 

In the Holstein show the cattle were well fitted and 
ably shown. Jim Rettie, veteran breeder, placed the 
ribbons with consumate skill. His decisfons met with 
ringside favor. 

Sir Francey Mercena Burke had no trouble in the aged 
bull class, beating out Abrogast Bros.’ Prince Colantha 
Sylvia, while R. S. Oliver took third with Sir Sylvia Dew- 
drop. This latter bull had some excellent offspring in the 
younger classes, sufficiently good to win the get of sire 
competition. Of the nine two-year-old bulls that were 
shown Brookhoim Inka, owned by Raymondale Farms and 
bred by the Minnesota Holstein Company recorded an 
easy win. His general smoothness and well-rounded con- 
formation was sufficient to beat out the Reid entry des- 
pite quite evident strength in the rear quarters of the 
second bull. 

The senior yearlings were a fair class and a son of 
Aaggie Sylvia, one-time national winner, owned by J. W. 
Innes was placed first. Haley & Lee had the second best 
senior yearling. Of the junior yearlings Elgie’s Sir Star 
Laura Segis, also bred by the Minnesota Holstein Co., 
was an easy winner in a very good class. A son of Sir 
Francey Mercena Burke, owned by David Smith & Son, 
was second, while a son of the Yates Farm show bull, 
Count Paul E. Posch, owned by Charles Cornwell, took 
third place. 

Of the male calves Mr. Rettie chose a son of Sir Fran- 
cey Mercena Burke as the best senior and a Haley & Lee 





entry was considered best junior calf. Another son of 
Sir Francey Mercena Burke was second of the junior 
calves. 

Cows at Toronto were shown in two sections, those 
milking and the dry lots. Of the four-year-old cows the 
dry lot exhibited the finest string and the grand champion 
came from this competition.

Of the cows in 
milk Raymondale had first in Miss Aaggie Johanna Mer- 
cedes purchased last June at the National Sale at Grand 
Rapids.

The three-year-olds in milk were quite an impressive 
show and the winner, an exhibit by David Smith & Sons 
of Glanford: Station, was reserve grand champion, beat- 
ing out the junior champion for the place. Raymondale 
had second and third in this, the third prize being Mid- 
dleton Lottie Winona, another purchase at the Grand 
Rapids sale. The cows in milk were not quite so nice a 
ring, the Reid entry taking first. 

Of the two-year-olds in milk Haley & Lee showed a 
daughter of Bell Farm King Susie, while J. W. Innes had 
a very fine daughter of King Segis Alcartra Calamity.

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How Can We Help? 


OBODY expects or wants a return to boom conditions 
N in the Holstein industry but we do know that the 

demand for purebred animals generally has been 
rather* unsatisfactory and that the prices which buyers 
were willing to pay for good, useful animals have ranged 
too low. - With increasing demand some improvement in 
prices may be expected and there is still plenty of room 
for such improvement within the range of conservative 
valuation that buyers can well afford to pay for desir- 
able animals. : 

It is not our purpose here to enter into an exhaustive 
discussion of the ways in which the breeders can help to 
bring about improvement in the industry because this is 
a subject that covers too much ground to be treated in 
detail in this one editorial. There is one important ac- 
tivity that might well receive more attention from breed- 
ers at this time. We refer to the matter of testing for 
production. There has been a great decline in the amount 
of Advanced Register work during the past few years, 
many breeders coming to the conclusion that under exist- 
ing market conditions they could not get enough more 
for their animals to pay for the trouble and expense of 
testing. In spite of this general conviction on the part 
of breeders analysis of the auction sales has shown con- 
sistently higher prices for animals with records or from 
tested dams. During the first half of 1925 the females 
sold at auction with A. R. records averaged almost twice 
as much as-did the females of milking age that were 
themselves untested and from untested dams, while about 
the same proportion prevailed also in the case of heifers 
from ‘tested dams and from untested dams, the former 
selling for an average price nearly twice as high. 

Commenting on this point we quote further from a 
letter recently received from Beaver Dam Stock Farms 
which is of particular significance in view of the report 
quoted above as to the demand for their animals and the 
prices they are receiving. 

“Our experience leads us to the conclusion that 
in order to sell purebred bulls they must come from 
tested dams and the stronger the record and the 
fewer the skips in the pedigree the more the buyers 
are willing to pay. -~We are continuing our testing 
and in fact doing a little more than during the past 
year and we believe the breeders in general will 
find it wise to increase the amount of testing as it 

is records embodied with individuality that sell the 

animals, as neither one alone will.” 


Advanced registry testing does add value. Further 


than that it furnishes a guide for our breeding opera- 
tions that is indispensable in constructive breed improve-

A Much Discussed Question 


HE two great animal scourges in this country ap 
I tuberculosis and abortion with its allied troubles, 
, The annual toll or these diseases from the herds pr 
America, if it could be accurately computed, would pre- 
sent a staggering total We seem to be making some 
progress in the control of tuberculosis but the abortion 
question which is of no less importance to the herd Owner. 
seems to be yet far from a satisfactory solution. Some 
breeders swear by the abortion test but authorities both 
in the veterinary profession and in the ranks of Practica] 
breeders are divided regarding the practical merits of 
this test in the control of abortion disease. 

In this connection we were greatly interested to learn 
from one of our breeders who recently spent some time 
in Holland that abortion in their herds is relatively Tare 
and that sterility among herd sires is practically unknown 
The authority for this statement was Mr. Yarman, gee. 
retary of their registry Association. 

If the breeders in Holland can control this Situation 
as effectively as they seem to be doing there ought to 
be some lesson from their experience that would pe 
helpful in bringing relief to our live stock owners in this 
country. 


Gloom Chasers 


WISH it might be possible for every breeder who 
I is pessimistic about the Holstein outlook to be 

with me on this trip covering Ohio and Michigay 
State Fairs. They would find an abundance of hot 
weather, dust and dirt and crowded hotels and _ other 
physical discomforts, but they would lose their gloom 
about the Holstein outlook—and that would over-balance 
all the rest of it. 

As this is written, in the writing room of the Statler 
in Detroit, while the influx of State Fair crowds, Labor 
Day visitors to this border town, added to the convention 
of the National Association of Letter Carriers combine to 
make me wait for assignment of a room in which to clean 
up after a dirty railroad journey, there might be a ten- 
dency to let the discomforts crowd out the things I have 
found from observation thus far that convince me the 
turning point -in the Holstein industry is definitely 
passed.

A Fundamental Need 


HAT the Holstein industry most needs for improve- 

ment is general agricultural prosperity, particu- 

larly in the dairy industry. Governor Lowden, in 
his speech at Philadelphia, recently published in The 
World, certainly sounded the key-note for the agricul- 
tural program. This vast and vital business, it would 
seem, must be run as such a business in order to survive 
and take its proper place in our business and economic 
structure. We all know the inherent weakness, the wide- 
Spread difference in the prices paid for things we buy 
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as compared with the relatively lower prices received for 
the things we sell. Similarly, we know that this differ- 
ence is brought about because we buy in a controlled, 
regulated market and sell in a disorderly, unregulated 
market. The difference or spread is too great for suc- 
cessful operation which requires a fair return of profit. 
The remedy is organization through cooperative selling in 
order to keep pace with other controlled lines of business. 
In this way confusion, disorder and waste by over-pro- 
duction and excessive costs of marketing are reduced 
and order and prevention of violent fluctuation of prices 
and stablization, are promoted all around for both pro- 
ducer and consumer. This is not a new idea. Everyone 
who has not given the subject careful thought certainly, 
for a long time, has known this. Likewise it is known 
that the remedy is slow in coming only because the ones 
most vitally interested are equally slow in taking appro- 
priate and effeetive action. 

Cooperative selling of farm products is in vogue today 
—here and abroad. Our greatest need is for men in au- 
thority in public and private life, as well, who are heart- 
ily and unalterably in sympathy with this movement lead- 
ing to a fairer adjustment of the rewards of the capital 
and labor involved in the conduct of the dairy business, 
men who are sufficiently endowed by inheritance, training 
and experience for leadership in this, the greatest of our 
present needs. 

The cattle business of America is like our great rail- 
road system. Locally farsighted benefactors of the com- 
munity organized and established trolley lines in all di- 
rections from our rapidly growing business center of 
Syracuse. These served the public best and reached their 
maximum benefits for all only when consolidated into 
one of the great lines of our National Railroad System. 
So with the dairy business. The time has come for 
central control of our united efforts under competent big- 
visioned management, and in this way only, will the Hol- 
stein industry advance to its rightful position in the busi- 
ness life and establish quickest its best pomone. 4 in our 
country. The axiom applies that nothing runs itself ex- 
cept downhill. Therefore men sufficiently equipped with 
ability to lead the industry—as in the Cabana episode, 
now we trust successfully ended—are public benefactors 
worthy of most sincere loyalty and esteem. We most 
need more and many such manly men with resolute hearts 
and purposes—without the hope of fee or reward—men 
with clear visions and high ideals which cannot be des- 
troyed, in places of influence and authority. 

Our far-flung dairy industry in America is on the thresh- 
old of a new era simultaneously with the development 
of able and adequate leadership which shall render the 
invaluable service of consummating successful organiza- 
tion to the end that nation-wide cooperative selling of dairy 
products shall have become an accomplished fact. Thus 
will this gigantic business of ours be saved from the dis- 
astrous disintergration with which it now stands threat- 
ened and agriculture conducted as a business will con- 
tinue its no inconsiderable part in the constructive ad- 
vancement of America’s wealth and prosperity and the 
most commendable contribution to the needs of fellow 
men.

Creator Daughter Going Strong in 
Illinois 


Pabst Creator Lady Clyde, a daugh- 
ter of Creator owned by W. T. Ray. 
leigh Co., Freeport, Ill., is threaten. 
ing the World’s Record for junior 
two-year-olds in the 305-day division. 
Official figures for her first 227 days 
are 593.786 lbs. fat from 15,635 Ibs. 
milk with an average test of not far 
from four per cent. She is still ryp. 
ning strong and during her ninth 
month produced at a rate of about 22 
lbs. butter per week. In the early part 
of her lactation she had several offi. 
cial weeks above 23 lbs. and when 
about six months along reached the 
peak of her production with 26.88 Ibs. 
butter from 543 lbs. milk. Her 305- 
day period will end October 18th, at 
which time she will probaly have con- 
siderably in excess of 900 lbs. butter, 
or at least 50 lbs. more than the pres- 
ent world’s record. She will be run 
a few weeks longer so as to be 
credited with a year record, which is 
expected to be an Illinois State Ree 
ord. The 305-day record will of 
course be subject to qualification, but 
as she is due to freshen again early 
in January, she should easily qualify, 
barring accident. Watch for later re- 
port on this great heifer. 





Signs Help County Free of Bovine 
T. B. 


“All cattle in the county have been 
tested for tuberculosis, and there are 
signs on all highways leading into the 
county warning cattle owners not to 
bring cattle into the county unless 
they have been tested.” 

This progressive method described 
in a recent report from Gooding Coun- 
ty, Ihado, shows the strong public 
sentiment prevailing there for combat- 
ing tuberculosis of livestock. Veterin- 
ary officials of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture have fre- 
quently stressed the fact that once a 
county has successfully eradicated the 
disease local and State officials should 
supervise traffic in cattle to prevent 
infection from gaining entrance. The 








A pair of representative calves by King Ormsby Cecho in the

ease, is an important and well-de- 
veloped dairy region. The last report 
of the Gooding County Cooperative 
Cow-Testing Association shows an av- 
erage annual production of 6,183 ibs. 
of milk per cow. There are 39 pure- 
pred bulls in the bull associations of 
the county, and all members of the 
cow-testing association are using pure- 
pred bulls in their breeding opera- 


tions. 





A SPLENDID HERD AVERAGE 


A remarkable herd average is re- 
ported by Supt. Gardner, covering the 
entire herd of 19 young cows in the 
herd at Java Farms, owned by Mr. 
R. L. Forrest, Edgewater, Maryland. 
The whole herd was on test together 
and the records which were made un- 
der normal farm conditions have sel- 
dom been duplicated for an entire 
herd. Hight of the number including 
three five-year-olds, two four-year- 
olds and three three-year-olds were 
on test for the full 365-day period 
making an average of 14,432.3 Ibs. 
milk 457.53 Ibs. fat. Sixteen records 
were completed in the ten-months’ 
division, five of the eight yearly rec- 
ord cows also qualifying for ten- 
months’ records. These 16 animals, 


including only one mature cow, made 
an average for the 


ten-months’ 
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period of 13,441.4 Ibs., 434.55 
lbs. fat. Mr. Forrest states that every 
cow in the herd was bred and regu- 
larly calved within the requirements. 
We would be glad to know of another 
entire herd of this size, especially 
including the large number of imma- 
ture animals, that has equaled this 
performance. Concerning the fore- 
going herd record Mr. Forrest writes: 


“Your passing reference to ‘Need 
more testing for production,’ prompts 
me to forward enclosed ‘copy’ make-up 
of Superintendent Gardner’s special re- 
port of our entire herd in milk on test. 
This may be too late to send ‘news’ to 
you, compared to the Jockey ‘World’s 
Records’ that seemingly never fail to 
tickle the palate of the average Amer- 
ican for sensationalism. But evidently 
from Supt. Gardner’s letters to me in 
which he suggests I give this informa- 
tion out, even his devotion to the 7-day 
stunts on hand picked individuals does 
not bias his judgment for sensing the 
realities vs. the shadows. Unless and 
until we can organize under the National 
Association’s supervision, sectional or 
regional societies, for ‘scaling’ bulls, 
candidates for registration and carrying 
on cow test work by herds, showing the 
economies of the average rather than 
the mere circus stunts, regardless of pro- 
duction, no substantial progress will ever 
be made. Remove cow testing from be+ 
ing the ‘A. R.’ occasional rich man’s 
hobby ‘to the working farmer, protect- 
ing it from exploitation by ‘go-getters’ 
and ‘100 per centers’ and the sad spec- 
tacle- of minus 4,000 lbs. for average cow 
in U. S. may in time be done to death.’ ”’

The Iowa State Institutions, 
with Bill Merriam in charge of their 
show string, have won their share of 
the ribbons in Missouri and Iowa and 
will be seen with many of the good 
ones from all sections at the Indiana 
State Fair. A. J. King of Kansas 
City has two full strings out in Mis- 
souri, his herd sire, Berylwood Prince 
Johanna Segis having won five Grand 
Championships at the leading Mis- 
souri shows and will then swing into 
Kansas with prospects of winding up 
at the National. 

From Wisconsin, Pabst Holstein 
Farms and the Jefferson County herd 
with Roy White in charge, are meet- 
ing with outstanding success, having 
done well at Aurora and Milwaukee, 
and will be seen at other strong 
shows before the grand round-up at 
Indianapolis. 

Minnesota Holstein Co. and Gra- 
hamholm were two of the leading 
winners at Des Moines, and before 
this appears in print will have been 
seen at their own State Fair, in com- 
petition with some 300 odd head of

The Junior Calves 

The junior calf class also made a 
splendid showing and we found 34 in 
competition for the 20 prizes offered 
by the Fair Association. The first 
honor in this class went to Herman 
Hodel of Verona, Dane County. Her- 
man’s calf was a very typy individual, 
was well fitted and was well shown. 
For second place the judge selected 
a boy from the west side of the state 
—Phillip Larson of West Salem, La 
Crosse County. Miss Elda Gruhle 
from West Bend, Washington County, 
was awarded the third place.

N AUGUST 5th the Wellington 

Holstein Club put on a very

Holsteins Make Great Herd Averages 
In Michigan C. T. A. Annual Report 


During the year July 1, 1924 to 
June 30, 1925, 79 Michigan Cow Test- 
ing Associations completed a year’s 
testing work. A study of the sum- 
maries sent in by the Michigan cow 
testers indicates that Michigan cows 
under Cow Testing Association work 
produce efficiently and profitably for 
their owners. Better than two. thou- 
sand herds are reported in the sum- 
maries and a grand total of approxi- 
mately twenty-one thousand cows are 
owned in these herds. The highest 
herd average of this large group of 
dairy cows is found to belong to Jay 
F. Bowlby of Ovid, Michigan. Mr. 
Bowlby is a member of the Clinton- 
Shiawassee County Cow Testing As- 
sociation. He has been testing for 
two years and owns a herd of pure- 
bred Holsteins. This herd averaged 
14,548 Ibs. of milk and 539.4 Ibs. of 
butterfat. Mr. Bowlby is credited 
with 9.91 cow years. Second and 
third honors go to members of the 
Sanilac No. 2 Cow Testing Associ- 
ation, Robert Van Camp, cow tester. 
The two members of this Association, 
Glen Clarkson and W. J. Bennett, 
both have purebred and grade Hol- 
steins in their herds. Both of these 
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herds averaged above 500 lbs. of but- 
terfat. Fourth honor belongs to a 
member of the Genesee No. 7 Cow 
Testing Association, Lafayette Phil- 
lips, tester. W. E. Robb is the owner 
of this herd which averaged 495 lbs. 
of butterfat. Mr. Robb also owns 
purebred Holsteins. The first Jer- 
sey herd to appear in the high herd 
table is owned by Henry Myers, mem- 
ber of the Oceana County Cow Test- 
ing Association, L. D. Leisenring, 
tester. Mr. Myers’ six purebred Jer- 
seys averaged 493.55 Ibs. of butter- 
fat and 9,155 lbs. of milk. Sixth hon- 
ors go to E. J. Hackney, owner of 
5.58 grade Holsteins, member of the 
Genesee No. 7 C. T. A. Wm. Knob- 
lock and Leon Godfrey, owners of 
purebred and grade Jerseys and mem- 
bers in the Allegan-Central C T. A., 
A. H. Greiner, tester, ranked seventh 
and eighth high in the herd averages. 
Both of these herds are composed of 
a large number of cows, 16 and 12 
cow years being credited respective- 
ly. Honors for 9th high herd go to 
the Branch Prison herd in the Mar- 
quette Alger C. T. A., Albert Wertin, 
tester. Tenth high herd belongs to 
John C. Buth, purebred Holsteins, 
member in the Kent-West-Alpine Cow 
Testing Association.

One of our subscribers called atten- 
tion to the fact that the first bull reg- 
istered in the herd book of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
was named Young America and asked 
if there was any particular signifi- 
cance in the selection of this name as 
indicating a prophetic vision as to the 
future of this greatest breed of dairy 
cattle. We submitted this inquiry to 
Sec. F. L. Houghton and are glad to 
print the following reply from Mr. 
Houghton. 

“I find that this bull No. 1 H. F. 
H. B. was registered by T. G. Yeomans 
& Sons, Walworth, N. Y., in 1885 when 
Thomas B. Wales was Secretary of 
the Association. An examination of 
the original application for registry 
shows that the name Young America 
was selected by them and not assign- 
ed by the Secretary. Mr. Yeomans 
evidently named this bull for his dam, 
America 8683 H. H. B., a cow that 
they imported from Holland. 

T. G. Yeomans was President of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association in 1885- 
1886, at the time this bull was record- 
ed and had the honor of being the first 
President and of recording the first 
bull in the Hojstein-Friesian Herd 
Book under the appropriate name of 
Young America.” 

Young America has one daughter 
with an A. R. O. record, this being 
none other than the famous Mutual 
Friend 2d, former World’s champion 
with her 7-day record of 25.76 Ibs.
